Sue Horowitz Announces 


New Work Study Policy

Sue Horowitz (director of financial aid) 


- recently released a statement con- 


cerning the number of hours work-study 
students could work. This statement was 
misinterpreted by many students as 
well as faculty. 


Students are no-longer eligible to make 
up holidays or days absent from school.” 
This is only a precautionary measure to 
avoid the reduction of work-study hours 
or layoffs. Students must deduct three 
hours from their time sheets for every 
day absent or holidays. 


Sue Horowitz is presently working 
with 90% of last years state allocation in 
matching money which allows roughly 
100 persons to be on work-study. There 
are roughly 125 persons in this program 
now. 

The House has passed the proposed 
$79,000 in matching state money which 
would enable more students tq be a part 
of the work/study program. But — 


the Senate Ways and Means Committee, 
the Senate and a conference between the 
House and Senate has to approve this 
legislation. Finally Governor Dukakis 
must sign the bill. Until the proposal is 
finalized, the only choice Sue Horowitz 
has is to work with 90% of last years 
allocation in state matching money. 

For the present time work-study 
students must comply. 


Students will only forfeit two days for 
Thanksgiving, one day for Veterans day, 
and one day for Columus day.This — is 
$24 per work study student to insure 
that there will be no layoffs or reduction 
in hours. 


There is only one cake to share among 
work study students and everyone can 
have an equal piece instead of some 
getting indigestion. 

Sue will approve work-study schedules 
but time cannot be made up until funding 
is restored. 


The Massachusetts House approved a 
$2.8 billion appropriations bill and a 
record $295 million tax program Friday, 
Oct. 3. 

Part of the package includes the 91.5 
funding for higher education over the 90 
per cent funding proposed last August, 
and necessary state funding for students 
receiving federal financial aid. 

Following a marathon round one of the 
state budget battle, the legislators after 
five days and nights of debate sent the 
measure to the Senate on a 130-90 vote. 

Ways and Means Chairman John J. 
Finnegan ramrodded through a budget 
bill virtually unchanged from the one 
proposed by his panel. 

The budget is about $400 million less 


than requested by Governor Michael 
Dukakis, who expects the Senate to 
restore millions of dollars in social 
service programs. 

Democratic House leaders are waiting 
to see how the Senate will alter the tax 
program, centered on an increase in the 
sales tax from 3 to 5 per cent to cover a 
still-undetermined budget deficit. 

Republican House leaders are 
predicting that the Senate will add an 
income tax increase. 

The Democrats also restored a budget 
cut approved earlier in the week, 
reviving the Executive Office of Human 
Services. The cut-back would have put 
the office and Mrs. Lucy Benson out of 
business.

Check the 
Weather

Did you know that daily weather 
observations are available in the science 
building? An official U.S. weather 
bureau shelter located on the Northern 
Essex campus provides complete daily 
weather observations locally. 

Meteorology students, who man and 
record the information at the station 
temperature, relative humidity, baro- 
metric pressure, precipitation, wind 
speed velocity, and sky & cloud 
conditions. ’ 

A weather facsimile machine, found 
only at two other institutions in the state 
(MIT and Lowell Tech.) provides the 
station with satellite maps, surface 
weather maps, and special charts. The 
machine is able to produce up to 127 
weather charts per day, but the 
Northern Essex station prints only a 
fraction of that number due to paper 
conservation. 

Anyone interested in the local weather 
can examine the daily details, at the 
second floor of the science building.

Student positions on the various 
committees are determined by appoint- 
ments made by the Student Council and 
as of this date approximately 9 seats are 
still vacant. The seats available are: 

A. Steering Committee - 2 students 
Reviews all proposals from various 
committees before they are placed on 
Academic Council Agenda. 


B. Academic Year Committee - 2 
- students 

Shall draft and propose an Academic 
calender each year, i.e. vacation periods 
etc. 


Live and Grow?

When I first sat down to write this 
article of welcome to the Reading and 
Writing Lab, I found myself caught 
between wanting to convey my own 
feelings of excitement and enthusiasm 
about what is happening in that place 
and wanting to tell you simply the facts 
about the operation and materials. After 

several hours of thought I have opened 

the former and I would like to share with 
you one of the reasons for my decision. 
When I tried to write about the facts-no 
matter how I approached them, the Lab 
sounded like a deadly dull place. It was 
as though I was missing what for me is 
its heart, and that is the skilled care and 
concern that the people who work there 
have for the students at Northern Essex. 
The materials we have gathered, the 
design and procedures we have 
developed are the result of that care and 
concern. 


The Reading and Writing Lab grew out 
of a desire on the part of the 
Communication Department with the 
assistance of the Discovery Program to 
help students learn how to improve their 
reading and writing skills on an 
individualized basis. As a result of this 
commitment, students are able to work 
there on those specific aspects of their 
skills that they need help with, eg. 
phonics, spelling, grammar, etc. In 
addition, they may ask for help in 
completing writing and reading assign- 
ments required in their other courses at 
the college. The Lab is equipped with a 
variety of materials at many different 
skill levels so that the students can begin 
to work at levels where they will be both 
challenged and successful. Diagnostic 
tests are also given to students so that 
they can learn where their strengths and 
weaknesses lie. Again, respect for and 
acceptance of the student regardless of 
his skill level is basic to the philosophy of 
the Lab. It is the kind of place where you 
do not have to worry about being’ 


marked down or put down because you 
don’t know the right answer. 


Individualizing instruction has also 
meant that the Lab must be able to offer 
expert assistance to students when they 
need it. The Lab is kept open during the 
day (watch posters for exact hours this 
semester), some evenings and Saturdays 
(hopefully). At these times a variety of 
trained personnel are on duty to help 
students. These may include Communi- 
cations Department faculty, the Lab 
Co-cordinator, Pat McDermott (our 
Reading specialist), Community Volun- 
teers, specially trained tutorial staff, etc. 
All these people are familiar with the 
Lab’s operation and are highly trained 
within their specific skill areas. Best of 
all, they are glad to help students who 
want to learn. To receive this help, all 
the student has to dois come to the Lab 
and ask for it. 


One of the most exciting aspects of the 
Lab involves the presence of the 
Community Volunteers. They are a 
group of retired but still very active and 
concerned adults who have received 
specilaized training to assist students 
and faculty in the Lab. They are 
subsidized by the Social Action Club at 
the college, enough to pay for their 
transportation to the school. They bring 
to the Lab the benefits of many years of 
experience in a variety of jobs and 
professions and their contributions to all 
of us who work there are invaluable. The 
Lab is a place where we can exchange 
services that contribute to our mutual 
support and sense of self worth. 


Many students who have had trouble 
with reading and writing in the past 
have learned to feel embarrassed or 
inadequate because they can’t do it well. 
They are afraid that people will call them 
stupid or think less of their ideas if they 
cannot spell properly or punctuate a 
sentence correctly. If you are a student 
who feels this way or a faculty member 
who knows students in need of our help, 
come to the Reading and Writing Lab. It 
is a living, growing place. WELCOME!

Plans cultural program for college and 
surrounding community. 


Any students who might be interested 
in any’of these areas are urged to seek 
appointment through the Student 
Council. These positions are voting seats 
in the General Assembly of the Council, 
and must be filled to give us maximum 
representation. 


Academic Council meetings are held 
monthly on Wednesdays from 10 am to 
12 am and are open to all students who 
wish to attend. 


More About the Lab

During my interview with Nick Kay 
an instructor in the Writing and 
Reading Lab in room C-101, I learned 
the answers to many questions asked by 
many freshman including myself about 
the lab. 


The lab is free and open to any student 
that needs extra help in improving his 
English. The hours that the lab is open 
are as follows: Monday through Friday 
8-3, Monday through Friday 5-9, and 
Saturday 9-12 a.m. 


Students may go to the lab during their 
free hours. They must sign their names 
on a piece of paper as they walk in the 
door. This is to show their teachers that 
they are trying to improve themselves in 
English..A folder is also kept on each 
student to show the improvements he 
has made by going to the lab. 


QUESTION #1. “Do many students take 
advantage of the lab?” 


(Nick) “Since January there have been 
2,300 student visits to the lab. 


QUESTION #2 “What facilities are here 
in the lab to help the student who is 
having problems with his reading for 
example.” 


(Nick) “There are tapes the student can 
listen to and workbooks the students 
may work out of. There are kits designed 
to help the student with a specific 
problem such as science, social studies, 
etc. All materials to a certain extent are 
self-instructional. All I do is primarily 
set up the machine for the student.” 


QUESTION #4 3 “Who is here to help the 
students?” ; 


(Nick) “Pat McDermott, who is my 
supervisor runs the lab. There are 
community volunteers who come and 
help, work study students, and now 
some faculty will be coming in.” 


QUESTION # 4 “What do you do in the 
lab?” 

(Nick) “I work with the kids that need 
help with writing. I am primarily a 
writing instructor. I help the student 
with proofreading, grammer, etc. I have 
been with the lab since January 1975. 
This is my seventh year teaching, I 
graduated from the University of 
Vermont, taught high school and then 
came here.” 

QUESTION # 5 “Will the budget eut 
interfere with the lab at all?” 


(Nick) “Eventually it will. There will be — 
problems getting paper or a few pencils, 
nothing really serious.”

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Dr. John R. Dimitry spoke to the 
college community Wednesday, Sept- 
ember 24, to update the faculty. and 
students on NECC’s current financial 
crunch and the possibility of lay-offs. 


He reported that the House Ways and 
Means Committee, on September 19, 
submitted its version of a new budget for 
November 1-June 30 to the House. The 
House’s estimate is what the Senate 
Ways and Means Committee will 
consider. 


The best part of the pode bill is that 
the House has recommended full funding 
for financial aid for students getting 
federal assistance. The money is in the 
form of state matching money. This 
money totalling roughly $33,000 is worth 
an amount of nearly $200,000 in Federal 
money. 


The. bill authorizes NECC to employ 
232 full-timers in the 01 account 
(full-time day account). Presently NECC 
has 215 employees. But the college can’t 
employ 17 more teachers because the 
legislature hasn’t put any money behind 
it. The fact that no positions have been 
taken. away from NECC is_ very 
important. 


If the legislature increases the 
appropriations bill or if next year the 
money follows the enrollment statistics, 
then NECC will be in the position to 
employ a significant number of full- 
timers in all areas. 


In addition to the money appropriated 
to federal programs, the House has 
recommended that NECC be funded at 
91.5 per cent over the previous 90 
percent that was proposed last August. 


At that time the administration had to 
make a decision about whether to lay-off 
people immediately prior to Labor Day, 
change the calendar of instruction, 
re-enroll, and re-register people. 


A FREE 


The decision was made to plunge into 
the semester, enroll as many people as 
NECC could possibly handle and not to 
lay-off anyone, but at the same time be 
prepared for an emergency. If lay-offs 
did have to come, there would be 
reasonable time for discussion in 
working out fair procedures and due 
process for determining who might have 
to be laid off. 


President Dimitry said he called the 
Senate the day of this meeting and found 
out that the Senate was going to 
increase NECC’s appropriations beyond 
that of the House and the increase could 
be pretty significant. 


Right now NECC’s payroll gap is about 
$150,000 and at one time it was more 
than $300,000. But with the elimination 
of the security contract, snow removal, 
reduction of computer terminals, elimi- 
nation of much of NECC’s travel money, 
reduction of telephones and materials, 
this gap was significantly reduced. 


Additionally, money was taken out of 
existing accounts such as the food 
service and book store accounts for 
funding the 01 account. NECC is at a 
point at which it has pretty well 
exhausted its reserves according to Dr. 
Dimitry. 

Dr. Dimitry said the best thing NECC 
has going for it is its enrollment. 
Enrollment statistics indicate an _in- 
crease in day students by more than 20 
per cent and Continuing Education 
(Evening Division) by more than 40 per 
cent over last year. This increase is 
larger than any other Community 
College in the Commonwealth. 


Thousands of these students live in the 
Merrimack Valley and are receiving 
benefits from NECC. They are now 
dependent upon aid to complete an 
education which affects their careers, 
personal lives, and enrichment. What 


invariably happens is that state money 
follows the students, and if an institution 
has the students, it will get the money. 
If an institution doesn’t have the 
students, it will lose state money. 


In effect, the state is in the process éf 
redistributing its wealth, depending 
upon what the state considers to be 
“Vital services” and those institutions 
that deliver vital services will receive 
the states subsidy. Those who aren't will 
have their subsidies reduced. 


The president explained that 
Continuing Education (CE) has a 
different kind of financial system. It is 
supposed to operate at no cost to the 
state but at the same time the state 
encourages NECC to take a percentage 
of money out of the CE budget to pay for 
general overhead cost. Some secretaries 
are paid out of the CE budget as well as 
two janitors, two administrators, and 
the hundreds of people who are teaching 
part-time 


In essence, NECC has more money to 
help the general institutional payroll 
cost than it had last year because 
Continuing Education is generating 
approximately 40 per cent more revenue 
now than last September. 


The president then discussed the 
negative aspects of NECC’s financial 
crunch.

When the legislature found a gap of 
approximately $400.000,000 after re- 
ducing expenditures within the state 
budget, they did not cut 10 per cent 
across the board. They are recommen- 
ding a tax increase of about 
$309,000,000. If the House and Senate do 
not agree to a tax increase, they will 
turn their attention to additional 
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expenditure cutting. Without a tax 
increase, NECC’s budget as well as 
others will be threatened by at least the 
potential of additional cuts. 


Dr. Dimitry said that if a tax increase 
goes through and the Senate adds 
something to what the House has 
proposed, NECC will probably have no 
need for layoffs this year. He said that 
“We will continue to economize to beat 
hell.” 


The president said that he realizes the 
sufferings and burdens that have been 
borne by a number of people and groups 
within NECC. 


Teachers have heavier iodds. The 
maintenance staff is not just keeping the 
buildings clean and grounds time, but 
has also become an instant security force 
and will be responsible for the removal 
of snow this winter. They have gone 
from one basic function to three. The 
secretarial staff has roughly 30 per cent 
more work because of the increased 
enrollment. 


The administarion must find new 
sources of revenue and be more 
thorough in seeking out subsidies. Dr. 
Dimitry wants to hold off a tuition 
increase and replace it with a general 
services fee that NECC could use for it 
overall expenses. He said that NECC has 
got to go with lab fees which the college 
could retain. 


In closing Dr. Dimitry urged the 
faculty not to relax. The immediate 
destiny of NECC depends upon the state 
legislature. Critical are Representatives 
Nicholas J. Buglione from Bradford, 
Francis Bevilacqua of Haverhill, Rep-* 
resentive Guilmette from Lawrence 
(allof whom are on the House Ways and 
Means Committee) and Senators Rurak 
from Haverhill, and William Saltonstall 
from Manchester.

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Budget Cuts Threaten L RC

The Massachusetts Board of Regional 
Community Colleges requested $400,000 
for library books for fiscal year 1976. 
Last year’s fiscal appropriations was 
$175,000, an amount both the Governor 
and the Secretary of Educational Affairs 
recommended for this fiscal year. 
Apparently this recommendation was 
zero-budgeted by the house. 


This appropriation would allow the 
present Education Reference Materials 
(ERM) project to continue. ERM is 
critical because it provides 40% of all the 
funds available to the 15 community 
colleges in the Commonwealth to 
purchase print and non-print materials. 
Print materials include general and 
specific works, reference and research 
books, government documents, micro- 
film and microfiche. Non-print material 
includes audio-tapes, film strips, film and 
slide series. Both are equally important 
as supportive and enriching learning 
experiences. These resources become 
even more critical at colleges unable to 
hire additional faculty. 


The other funds available to 
community colleges totaling $1,500,000 
of which all community colleges receive 
roughly $380,000 under a project called 
Books for College Libraries (BCL) have 
also been zero-budgeted. 


If this situation remains unchanged, 
Community Colléges will have no funds 
to support the learning activities of 
about 58,000 students who are 
obviously trying to learn as much as they 


can to prepare themselves for the tuture. 


State funds for the LRC enable it to 
keep its “maintenance of effort” up in 
order to receive financial funds to 
continue its vital services to the students 
as well as surrounding communities in 
the-Merrimac Valley. 


If the state doesn’t appropriate the 
money needed by the LRC, NECC will 
suffer an additional loss of $75,000 from 
the federal Basic Library Resources 
Grant because the LRC has to be equally 
funded by the state at a level equal to or 
greater than the average of the last two 
years in order to obtain this $75,000 in 
federal money. 


Ineligibility to apply for similar grants 
may result in a loss of federal funds of an 
additional estimated $100,000 to 175,000. 


NECC understands the current state 
budget crisis and will continue to 
improve its productivity, but legislators 
must be aware of the impact cuts will 
have on every area that affects the 
educational quality students are receiv- 
ing. ? 

Students are urged to contact 
legislators to consider the possibility of 
replacing at least the $275,000 recom- 
mended for (7501-3004) requested by the 
Massachusetts Board of Community 
Colleges for library books (ERM), and 
ask them to consider the effect of the 
$1,500,000 recommended for (7495- 
00002) requested by the University of 
Massachusetts for the purchase of books 
and periodicals (BCL) will have on nearly 
58,000 students in the Commonwealth.

The Public Student Coalition (PSC) is a 
recently formed coalition of student 
representatives from Massachusetts 
state colleges, universities and com- 
munity colleges. We are opposed to the 
cuts in expenditures for Human Services 
and Education in the 1976 Massachusetts 
budget currently under legislative 
consideration. The PSC was organized 
specifically to fight cuts in the education 
sector of the budget, but we have rapidly 
come to realize that ours is but one part 
of the struggle to maintain adequate 
human services in this commonwealth. 

The cuts in Education expenditures 
passed last week by the House, and the 
cuts proposed by the Senate Ways and 
Means Committee threaten state schools 
with reductions in- faculty and sup- 
portive staff, elimination of special 
programs, and forced expellation of 
students. Twenty-three of the twenty- 
eight schools in the Massachusetts public 


higher education system are rep- 
resented in the PSC and we are 
attempting to involve as many of our 
110,000 students as possible in the work 
to restore human services and education 
expenditures. Toward this end students 
from all across the commonwealth will 
gather om October 8 at 1:00 p.m. in the 
Boston Common across from the State 
House. We support last week’s rallies of 
the Legislative Council of Older 
Americans, the Associated Federation of 
State, County, and Municipal Employ- 
ees, and the Human Services Coalition. 
We call upon the Senate now to meet the 
responsibility the House failed to: to 
devise a tax program that will raise state 
revenues to a level sufficient for 
adequate funding of state human 
services and education needs. We must 
have such increases in revenues 
proposed cuts are not acceptable.

Why can’t people just do what they are 
told to do without all this noise and 
resistance? Why can’t they just be 
civilized? 


You can even find a lot of sympathy 
around for Squeaky Fromme and Sarah 
Moore. People seem to be strangely 
sympathetic to the idea that there comes 
a point when the only way you can make 
a statement is to pick up a gun. Several 
commentators have noted that this damn 
women’s lib movement is somehow 
related to. the recent attempts on 
President Ford's life. 


Euripides understood about this a long 
time ago. He understood that if 
control-minded people didn’t recognize 
and worship the divinity of Bacchus, (not 
just relegating him to his “place”) then 
they would first be driven mad and 
secondly be physically torn apart. Of 


course it wasn’t just Euripides who 


thought that, since the myths he got 
down were the products of ages of 
practical experiences. : 


This wild, vigorous horse appeared to 
me in a dream a few years age, kicking 
as if he were going to break down the 
wall of my house. I accepted him, loved 
him, rather than trying to keep him out 
any longer, and now I find that he is my 
most valuable support and ally. 


It is the same with teachers, students, 
anyone. 


It is the same with women. If you give up 
the attempt to control them; if you 
simply accept them live on their own 
terms; if you see that the attempt to fit 
them into boxes in the name of control 
and rationality is actually self-destruc- 
tive and madness; - well, you find that 
every thing works out much better. 
Much better. 


The new chairman of my department 
understands this and thereby gets some 
support instead of defiance. There is 
much less back-stabbing, bad blood, 
repression, and more searching for ways 
in which to make life better for 
everyone. 


I find this with students. There is 
nothing the students won't do to support 
a teacher who doesn’t try to box them in, 
to grade them, to put them in their place, 
to deny their wildness and uniqueness. 


I don’t enjoy seeing these control-orien- 
ted teachers and administrators hang in 
the wind. I wish they could understand 
that they just can’t win. I wish this not 
just for their sakes but because squares 
can be very useful to human beings. 


That is the final absurdity of this 
situation. 


A student will want all the sciences, 
math, arts - “all those things we hold 
most dear” - if we don’t try to ram these 
things down his throat against his 
dignity and freedom. 


You can’t keep a student away from 
books, music, travel, languages, growth, 
once he is securely on his own terms. 


It is all the work of Bacchus. These 
control-oriented professors and such 
people turn out to be destroying 
everything that they, themselves, hold 
most dear.

The final budget proposal is sent 
directly to the governor for his approval.

The NECC Lecture Series will sponsor 


an unusual cultural program on Oct. 22 


and 23, with its presentation of The 
Indochina Mobile Education Project. The 
Project, which has travelled throughout 


thé United States visiting more than 500 


different communities, strives to pro- 
mote understanding and reconciliation 
between the peoples of the United 
States and Indochina. Its program 
combines an extensive panel exhibit 
featuring» photographs and artwork 
depicting life in Indochina past and 


. present, and two speakers who have 


personal knowledge of the people of 
Indochina. 


Both of the speakers who accompany 
the Project use a variety of material to 
complement their tasks, including films, 
slides, photographs, records, and tapes. 
One of the speakers is Gerry Condon, a 


» former Green Beret who refused to go to 


Viet Nam in 1969, and spent. six years 
working with other exiles in Canada and 
Sweden. He returned to the U.S. in 
January 1975 to reject President Ford's 
clemency program, calling for unecondi- 
tional amnesty for all war resisters and 
veterans with less than _ honorable 
discharges, and urging normalization of 
our relations with the people of 
Indochina. The second speaker is Tran 
Thanh Dang, a Vietnamese man whose 
past activities include service in the 
Central Management Authority in 
Saigon, which supervised government- 
owned corporations and the Ministry of 
National Planning and Development, 
where he worked closely with American 
and Vietnamese officials from AID and 
the American Embassy. He was an early 
advocate of negotiations between the 
government-in Saigon and the NLF. He 
is currently a doctoral candidate in 
economics at Syracuse University, and 
plans to return to his wife and children in 
Viet Nam when his. studies are 
completed. He feels that a bond of 
friendship between the American and 
Vietnamese peoples helped to end the 
war, and hopes that now this bond will 
be strengthened in order to develop 
better relations between the two 
countries and contribute to reconstruct-
